The Attorney General has asked r;e to respond to your letter 
of March 2 concerning the investigation of Klaus Barbie., As you 
-ay know, I have been appointed to conduct the Department of 
Justice investigation of this matter. 

I have proposed to Mr. Tipton that, if he could postpone 
active pursuit of the Barbie phase of GAO's investigation until 
after the Department of Justice investigation is concluded, the 
Department v;6uld make available to GAO, subject to the third-, 
agency rule, the records, documents and other evidentiary 
materials compiled in the course of our investigation. A.s you 
know*, x\»e must abide by the third-agency rule regarding classified 
documents, but the Department anticipates that it v;ould not 
object to declassification and/or release to GAO; of such records- 

Mr. Tipton asked if he could submit to me a list of 
questions or subject areas that he •.;ould like us to propound 
to certain w’itnesses. I told him that I would be glad to 
receive this and that v.-e would use it to the extent possible 
in conducting our interviews . 

Under the foregoing arrangement, GAO would have the benefit 
of cur investigation in determining its course in investigating 
Barbie., 


Hr. Tipton and I further agr.ded that the Dep irtment of 
Justice would act as the liaison w'ith GAO on all Barbie matters 
during the pendency of the investigation. Since v.-e are now 
gathering documents from all pertinent Executive offices, 
this arrangement v.-ill simplify the eventual transfer of material 
to GAO. • ' "
